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INTRODUCTION, 

The progress of the levee system, from its earliest history 
to date and the laws of the State of Louisiana, providing for 
and regulating the construction and maintenance of the sys- 
tem, have been co-extensive with the settlement of the Valley, 
and the march of civilization — have, as it were, gone hand in 
hand, together, as time and circumstances demanded and im- 
posed. 

Thus.it would appear of little or no value to, at this time, 
attempt to compile in minute sequence any of those laws 
which may have been in force previous to a date at which 
it was recognized that the system and the laws themselves 
bad advanced tO something like a concrete, comprehensive 
and more or less static stage, many if not all of such older 
laws having long since been either repealed or become, as 
far as their legal value might be rated, obsolete. 

This compilation will, therefore, reduce all direct refer- 
ence to the law on the subject, antedating the year 1856, to a 
very general histurieal line, previous to wliich period it would 
he difficult to, with any degree of certainty, cover the ground 
without such further deep research as would not lie justified 
anil hear no fiarlienlar fruit, as far as the present be con- 
cerned. 

In 1861, .Messrs. Humphreys i' Abbott, Corps of Topo- 
graphical Engineers, I'. S. A., submitted a report upon the 
most practicable plan for securing the Delta of the .Missis- 
sippi River from inundation, and the Inst mode of deepening 
the channels at the mouth of the River. 

This report presented statements, historical, statistical, 
technical and professional, based upon surveys and investiga- 
tions made, under the requirements of Congress, from (he year 
18"i0 to 1H(U, inclusive. 

Willi special reference to the subject of the construction, 
extension and maintenance of levees iluriuir that period, the 
report of Messrs. Humphreys & Abbott says: 

"As already seen, by far the greater and more fertile por- 
tion of the natural hanks of the Mississippi River between 
Cape (iirardeau and the I lull' is below the level of the floods. 
Since this condition has existed from a period long anterior 
to the discovery of the country, the first object of the settler 
has always been to secure himself from inundation during the 
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high stages h1' the river. Throughout the entire region (tic 
levee system has been adopted for this pnrpose, to tin 1 ex- 
clusion iif i'Vi'i'y ill lii'i' except thai of nil -oil's, whieli has been 
partially tried in a very few instances for local objects. The 
history of the levees i.s, therefore, intimately connected with 
that of tin' settlement iif tlii> country. 

"The first permanent settlements by Europoatts in the val- 
ley ill' the tower Mississippi were made nl Nalaheg and a1 the 
present site of New Orleans. Al Natchez the bluffs were oe- 

eupied, luit al New Orleans precautions had to he al once 
taken to protect the colony from inundation, 

"According to Dumonl De la Tour, the engineer who laid 
on l tin- city of New Orleans in 1717. directed 'a dyke or levee 
to be raised in front, the more effectually to preserve the city 
from overflow.' Although this work was so early contem- 
plated, it was not completed until November, 1727, when Gov- 
ernor 1'errier announced that the New Orleans levee was fin- 
ished, it. being (5400 feel in length, and 18 feel, wide on the 
top. He added, that within a year a levee would he Construct- 
ed for 18 miles above and below the city, which, though not 
so strong as (hat at the eity, 'would answer the purpose of 
preventing overflows, ' 

"In the meantime, colonists continued to arrive slowly and 
occupy the land alone; the river banks, so that in 1723, accord- 
ing to Francois Navier Martin, 'the only settlements then be- 
gan below the Natchez were those of St. Heine and Madame de 
Mcziercs, a little below I'ointe Coupee — that of Dirou d'Arta- 
guette, at Baton Rouge — that of Parish, near BayOU Maneiiac 
— that of the Marquis d'Anconin, below Lafourche — that of 
the Marquis d'Artagnae, at Cannes Brulees — that of de Mouse, 
a little below, ami a plantation of three brothers of the name 
of Chanvin, lately from Canada, at Hie Tehapitoulas. ' 

•'In 1728 Dnmont says there were five colonies 'extending 
for 30 miles above New Orleans, who were obliged to con- 
struct levees of earth for their protection.' The expense of 
constructing these embankments was borne by the planters, 
each building a levee the length of bis river front. 

"In 1731 the Mississippi company gave up the colony to 
the French crown. In 1735 l>u l'ratz states that •the levees 

extended fro in English band, 12 miles below, to 30 miles above 
and on both sides of the river,' The same year, the insuffi- 
ciency "f the works was demonstrated, as 'the water was very 
high, and the levee broke in many places.' It is certain that 
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tli is difficulty continued to lie. Felt, for is 1743, according: to 
Gayarre, 'an ordinance was promulgated requiring the in- 
habitants tn complete their levees by tlie 1st of January, 1744, 
under a penalty of forfeiture of their lands to the crown.' 

"According to Monette, in 1752 the plantations extended 
'20 miles below, and 30 miles above New Orleans,' and in that 
distance 'nearly the whole coast was in a hijjrh state of cul- 
tivation, and securely protected from floods.' 

"Captain Philip Pittman, who published a work in 1770, 
defines the settlements at that date as extending only '30 
miles above, and 20 miles below New Orleans.' In other words, 
the in hal tit ants for twenty years had been devoting themselves 
to the cultivation and improvement of those districts already 
partially reclaimed, instead of trying to extend the levees 
farther along the bank. The wars between England and 
Prance, the cession by the latter power of all her territory 
on the Mississippi to Spain in 1763, and the impolitic course 
pursued by the Spanish governors, doubtless contributed to 
retard the growth of the colony at that epoch. It also ap- 
pears to have been supposed that the settlements could not 
he extended farther down the river, 'on account of the im- 
mense expense attending the levees necessary to protect the 
fields from the inundation of sea and land floods,' which render 
ii advisable to defer the settlement of that section of the 
country 'until the land shall he raised by the accession of 
soil,' (Francois Navicr Martin.) 

■In the year IStIO the territory was ceded back to France, 
Napoleon being then First Consul. In Isii:! it was ceded to 
I he United States. Its condition may be interred from the 
following extracts from the Abstract of Documents of the 
State Department and of the Treasury, 1802-5: — 

"The principal settlements in Louisiana are on the Mis- 
sissippi River, which begins to be cultivated about twenty 
(20) leagues from the sea. Ascending, vim sec thein improve 
on each side till you reach tin- city (New Orleans i. Except 
on I he point just below Iberville, the country from \cw Or- 
leans is settled tlie whole way. 

"Above Baton Rouge, at the distance of 50 leagues from 
New Orleans and on the west side of the Mississippi, is Pointe 
Coupee, a populous am! rich settlement, extending 8 leagues 
idong the river. Behind it, on an old bend of the river now n 
lake whose outlets are closed up, is the settlement of Fausse 

Riviere. 
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"There is no other settlemenl mi the Mississippi except 
the small one called Concord, opposite Natchez, till you come 
to the Arkansas River, 250 leagues above New Orleans. Here 
is a small settlement. There is no other settlemenl from this 
place to New Madrid. 

"On both luniks of this creek (Bayou Lafourche) there 
are sett lenient. s one plantation deep for imar I"> leagues. 

■'ISaynii l']ai|Uemine, 32 leagues a hove \ew Orleans, is 
i he principal ami swiff est communication to the rich and popu- 
lous settlement nf Attacapas and Opelousas, 

"Louisiana was admitted to the Federal Union in 1812. 
Stoddard, in liis history of Louisiana, published in that year, 
slales: 'These banks (levees) extend on both sides of the 
river, from the lowest settlements io Pointe Coupee on one 
side, and lo the neighborhood of Raton Rouge on the other, 
exeept where the country remains unoccupied/ 

"Few settlements are formed on the west bank of the 
M ississippi between the Red and Arkansas Rivers. They are 
thinly scattered along from Red River to the mouth of the 
Yazoo. 

"Braekeuridge states: 'From Pointe Coupee to Lafourche, 
tWO-thirds of ihe hanks tire perfectly cleared, and from there 

to New Orleans, the settlements eontiuue without interruption 
on both sides, and present the appearance of a continued vil- 
lage.' 

"In 1828 the levees were continuous from New Orleans 
marly to Red River landing, excepting above Baton Rouge on 

the left hank, where the bluffs r lered them unnecessary. 

A hove Red River they were in a very disconnected and unfin- 
ished state on the right hank as far as Napoleon. Klsewhere 
in the alluvial region their extent was so limited as to make 
it unnecessary to mention them. 

"In 1844 ilie levees hud been made nearly continuous fr 

New Orleans to Napoleon on the right bank, and many iso- 
lated levers existed along the lower part of the Yazoo front. 
Above Napoleon, few or none had yet I u attempted. 

"In September, 18")0, a great, impulse was given to the 
work of reclaiming the alluvial region below the mouth of the 
Ohio by the Federal Government, which, by an act: approved 
September 28, 1850, granted to the several States all swainp 
and overflowed lands within their limits remaining unsold, in 
order to provide a fund to reclaim the districts liable to in- 
undation, The States of Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkansas and

Missouri soon organized offices for the sale of the swamp lands, 
ami appointed conuniasioners for the location and construc- 
tion of the levees. The systems adopted were generally faulty, 
and have undergone many modifications. Those now in force 
will be explained under the next subdivision of this subject. 

"Careful exam illations and inquiries made by parlies of 
I lie Delta Survey, in the autumn of 1857 and the winter of 
1858, resulted in the following exhibit of the actual condition 
of the levees at that date. Each bank of the river will be 
noticed in turn : 

"Beginning at the head of the alluvial region, on the right 
bank, the inlet between Cape Girardeau and Commerce Hind's 
was closed by a macadamized road, some 4 feet high, which 
crossed the tow ground about S.5 miles from the river bank. 
Prom Commerce Bluffs to a sandy ridge above overflow near 
Dog-tooth bend, the levees were nearly completed. Thence, 
they were finished to a point o miles below Cairo. Here was 
8 gap of : i miles, but upon land so elevated as to be overflowed 
only in the highest Hoods. Next was a strip of high land above 
overflow, 3 miles in extent. Next eame 8,5 miles of completed 
levee; next 0,5 <>f a mile of ImltIv land above overflow. This 
point is about 5 miles above Hickman. Thence to Bayou St. 

John, there was a Continuous levee. Theuee to Point Pleas- 
ant, the land is entirely above overflow. Thenee to tin- north- 
ern boundary of Arkansas, the levees were nearly completed. 
Between the northern boundary of Arkansas and Osceola, there 
Were about 2.5 miles of unfinished levees. In the bend below Os- 
ceola was a ^ap, 1,5 miles long. Opposite Island 34 was another, 
1-5 miles long. Between Islands -Hi and ;i7 was another, 2.5 miles 
long. At foot id' Island 37 was another, 4 miles long. At foot of 
Island 89 was another, L5 miles long. At foot of Island 41 
Was another, ().:i of a mile long. Six miles below Memphis 
was another, 1.5 miles long. In Council bend, near Island 5:1, 
Was another, '.I miles long. In Walnut beml, near Island 56, 
W'as another, 1 mile long. The above list includes the whole 
Bfc Francis bottom. By summing up the different gaps, it 
will be found that they were about 25 miles in length. It 
would be a great error to imagine that the bottom was secure- 
ly leveed with the exception of these breaks. The levees had 
a 'l been made since the flood of 1851, and consequently had 
never been tested. They were mueb ton low, hardly averag- 
ing :{ feet in height, although some of them, across old bayous, 
Were of enormous size, as, for instance, a short one near the 
northern boundary of Crittenden county, which was reported 
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to he 40 feet hi srh, 40 feet with 1 at top and 320 feet wide at 
bottom. Generally their cross-see ti on was much too small, 
and, upon the whole, they were quite inadequate to effect the 
object for whteh they were intended. 

"From the mouth of St. Francis river to Old Town, the 
levees were complete. Between this place and Scrub-grass 
Bayou, there were several traps, amounting to about. 14 miles. 
Thence to Napoleon there were no levees. Betweeu Napoleon 
and the high land, south of Cypress Creek, there were only 
about 8 miles of levee. Thence nearly to Pointe a la llaehe, 
below New Orleans, the embankments were completed, 

"On the left bank, excepting a few unimportant private 
levees, there were no artificial embankments between the mouth 
of the Ohio and the southern boundary of Tennessee. The 
near approach of the hills to the river, throughout the greater 
part of this region, has the effect of flooding by hill drainage 
the narrow belts of swamp land, and there is no immediate 
prospect of any attempt to reclaim them. Whether leveed 
or not, they are too triflng in extent to have any sensible in- 
fluence upon the high-water level of the Mississippi River, 

"The Yazoo hoi 1 run below the Mississippi State boundary 
was considered to be well protected by levees. They, however, 
averaged only about 4 feet in height, and, having been main- 
h constructed since 1853, had never been tested by a great 

flood. They wort- much too low and ti a now, as the floor! 

of 1K."i* proved. The levee which closed the Fazoo pass was 
an enormous embankment across an old lake, it was 1152 feet 
long and li.s feel high, with a base Spread out to the width id' 
IttIO feel. About 10 miles of gaps in Coahoma and Tunica 
counties (between Islands 51 and G7) had been closed in the 
winter of 1658, and consequently ihe levees had not had time 
lo Bottle properly before the occurrence of the high water. 

There was only one Open gap. Il was nearly opposite Helena, 
and had been caused by a caving bank. 

"Between Vicksbnrg and Baton Rouge, on the left bank, 
the levees wen- complete where there was tiny occasion for 
them. The hills approach so near to the river in this pari 
of its course, thai the bottom binds are limited in extent) and 
hence somewhat liable to injury from sudden upland drain- 
age 

"From Baton Rouge nearly In Poiutc a la llaehe. Ihe whole 

river-const was lev I." 

Again, in regard to the general law then governing in the 
premises, the report adds: 
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"It is important that it should be understood, that much 
of the want of success attending the efforts to secure the al- 
luvial lands from overflow lias arisen not from inherent diffi- 
culties in the construction of works of protection, but from 
the adoption of systems which have allowed one district to 
be submerged in consequence of the insufficient character or 
Faulty execution of the laws of another, or left it to be pro- 
tected by taxes levied upon another. For this reason a gen- 
eral outline of the existing levee organization in the different 
States will be given. 

"The laws regulating the maintenance of the levees in 
Louisiana mark the gradual progress of the system. They arc 
involved, and very unlike in different parts of the State, Pre- 
mising that the 'Police Jury' of each parish is an elective 
body, which has the general control of the affairs of that 
parish, the following extracts from the Revised Statutes (1856) 
exhibit the most important features of the complex levee or- 
ganization of the State : 

'"Section 1. The Police Juries of all the parishes of this 
State are authorized to pass all such ordinances as they deem 
necessary, relative to roads and levees, bridges and ditches: 
and to impose such fines and penalties to enforce the same 
as they may judge proper and expedient, to be recovered and 
enforced by indictment or information." 

"Sec. ~>. Throughout all that portion of the State, watered 

bj the Mississippi and the bayous running to and from the 

Same, which are settled, wide levees arc necessary to con- 
fide the waters, and to protect the inhabitants against inun- 
dation, the said levees shall be made by tie- riparian proprie- 
tors, in the proportions and at tin 1 time hereinafter pivseriln-d. 

"See, IB. The Police Jury of vvevy parish of this State 
where levees are necessary to proteel the inhabitants against 
inundations, shall meet once in evvvy year, for the purjio.se 
of proceeding to the appointment by ballot of such number of 

Inspectors as shall be deemed tu ssary, in such a manner, 

however, that no inspector shall he charged with the inspec- 
tion of the roads and levees to a greater extent than three 
leagues." 

"Sec. *J(). It shall be the duty of the inspector to make 
every week, at least during high water, one inspection <>t" the 
roads and levees subject to his inspection, and to ascertain 
Whether the obligations imposed upon the riparian proprie- 
tors have been complied with. •*••••• 
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"Seu. 21. ****** Tiif inspector shall provide all the 
means which ha shall deem expedient, in order Unit the re- 
pairs be made in time; ami fur thai purpose he shall be au- 
thorized to furnish the proprietors, on urgent necessity, with 
any number of slaves he may derm necessary. Oot only from 
his own section, lint also from the other sections of the. pariaji 
situate on the same side uf the river. ******* 

"See. 22. The Road and Levee Inspectors are hereby em- 
powered within the severs) parishes to call out to work on the 
levees therein, in ease of a crevasse or threatened crevasse, all 

111.- mule slaves above the age of fifteen years am! under sixty, 
or so many thereof as may he deemed necessary, whose own- 
ers reside on the same side of the river or bayou wilhin seven 
miles of the threatened danger; except persons on high lauds, 
that is, lands oo1 alluvial." 

■'See. 27. If any Inspector of Roads ami Levees shall not 
cause the levees in his district in he repaired nr made anew 
by the first of November uf eaeli y^xr, it shall he the duty 
of the other Inspectors appointed fur the same parish and 
mi the same side uf tin' river, to eause the repairs ur new 
levees to lie made; and for these purposes they an- invested 
With all the powers vested in the Inspector uf the respective 
districts, and subjected to the same penalties fur omissions. If 
there are no Other inspectors in the parish, on the same side 
of the river, or if they are absent, ur dn not act, any plantar 
uf the parish, on the same side of the river, may notify lie- 
PresidenJ of the Police .Jury that he undertakes to act as In- 
spector; and by the fael uf giving such notice, he shall be 
invested with all the powers vested in Inspectors of Roads and 
Levees." 

"See. 2!l. Every proprietor whose levee has been broken 
by his own neglect, shall be liable for all damages and losses 
caused thereby, agreeably to urtieles two thousand two 
hundred ami ninety-four and two thousand two hundred and 
ninety-five of the Civil Code." 

"See. 43. Where there exist levees, the making and re- 
pairs of which devolve upon the parishes, all the Inspectors 
of such parishes shall join to cause the same to be made ur 
repaired by proportional requisition of slaves, on the proprie- 
tors within their respective sections." 

"See. 50. The alluvial lauds of the parishes of Carroll, 
Madison, and Catahnuta shall be constituted a levee district." 
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"See. 51. For the purpose of building or milking and re- 
pairing alt levees in the said levee district, an annual tax of 
■SOD per cent, on the State mill tax, shall he levied in the par- 
ishes of Madison and Carroll, according to (lie State assess- 
ment roll of each year. No tax for tiiat purpose shall be levied 
in the parish of Catahoula/ 1 

"Set.-. 5G. The levee tax shall be si common levee fund, to 
be applied to making and repairing all levees in the levee dis- 
trict." 

"Sec. 57. There shall he elected in each of said parishes, 
b\ tlii' qualified voters of said levee district, three Commis- 
sioners, who shall he styled ami .shall constitute a 'Hoard of 
Levee Commissioners/ 

"See. 58. The first election of Commissioners shall be held 
on the first Monday in November, 1S55, and biennially there- 
after/' 

"Sec. 61. No person shall vote in the election of said Com- 
missioners who is not S qualified voter under the Constitu- 
tion and Laws of the State, and who does not reside on the 
alluvia) lands in the said levee district : Provided, no person 
shall he denied the privilege of voting who may live on the 
bill lands but cultivate alluvial lands." 

"See. 62. The Hoard of Commissioners shall be sole judges 
of the election and qualifications "f its members, and shall have 
power to prescribe all rules and regulations necessary for de- 
termining the same." 

"Sec. 68. They shall have power and authority to select 
'bcir Treasurer, their several Inspectors, Engineer, and all 
other officers appointed by them; to fix the time for which 
they shall be appointed or elected, the causes of removal, the 
a mount of the bonds to be given, and all other acts necessary 
to carry into effect the provisions of this law." 

"See. 69. It shall he their duty to lay off levee wards on 
the Mississippi Kiver, or any other river or bayou in said levee 
district; to appoint Levee Inspectors fur each of said wards, 
to prescribe their duties, and the penalties for neglect thereof; 
and (hey are further empowered to employ an Engineer for 
"aid levee district, if deemed necessary." 

"See. 72. It shall be their duty, at their meetings on the 
first Monday of May of each year, to order the levees at the 
?tt8t important points in each of said parishes of Madison 
ai 'd Carroll, to be repaired or built." 
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"See. 7"), It shall be the duty of each of the Inspectors 
to let out, to the lowest bidder, the building or repairing of 
the levees in their respective wards, after public notice there- 
of having been given, by publication in some newspaper pub- 
lished in the parish in which the levee shall be built or re- 
paired, for thirty days." 

"See. 77. They shall always require the levees to be com- 
pleted by the first day of February of each year." 

"Sec. 79. They shall have full authority, within their 
respective wards, to call out to work on the levees, during 
high water, all the male slaves above the age of fifteen and 
under sixty, or so many thereof as may be deemed necessary." 
"Sec. 84. The Police Jury of the parish of Tensas shall 
divide the parish into five districts, to be called levee wards, 
giving the metes and bounds of each, and shall cause n map 
or plat of the same to be made and kept in the Police Clerk's 
Office, as the property of the pariah, for reference." 

"Sec. 85. They shall annually appoint a Levee Inspector 
or Engineer for ihe parish, to continue in office until a (ac- 
cessor be appointed. 1 ' 

Sec 86, They shall annually appoint, in each levee ward, 
two Commissioners, whose duty it sliall lie to act in conjunc- 
tion with the Inspector, in laying off new levees in their re- 
spective wards, and to assist him at other times, when he may 
deem it necessary; in case of absence or resignation of the 

Inspector, they shall perform all the duties belonging to the 
Inspector, until a successor be appointed, or until the Inspec- 
tor shall return to the performance Of his duties." 

"See. 8T, It sliall be Tin- duty of the Levee Inspector or 
Engineer to direct and superintend the construction and re- 
pairs of all levees in the parish in accordance with the requi- 
sition of the Police Jury." 

"Set-, ill). The Police Jury are authorized to levy and col- 
led, in the same manner that the State and parish taxes arc 
now collected, an annual tax upon tin 1 assessed value of real 
estate as returned by the Assessors of State (axes. Said tax, 
when collected, shall form a special fund for levee purposes 
alone." 

"See. 107. The Police Jury of the parish of Rapides are 
authorized to lay off their parish into levee districts; and 
with tl enseal of a majority of the inhabitants of said dis- 
tricts owning lands therein, lo lay a tax upon all lands within 
ihe several districts which were overflowed in the year eighteen 
hundred and forty nine. fur the purpose of making levees on 
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Red River, within the parish, and constructing such embank- 
ments as they may consider necessary across all bayous con> 

Qecting with the fiver; arid I'm' (lie purpose also of creating 

ami maintaining tin* permanent levee fund hereinafter men- 
tioned. 

'■'I'll! 1 Police Jury, in levying said tax, shall discriminate 
equitably between the front and back lands, so that they may 
be taxed as nearly as possible in proportion to the benefit to 
be derived by them respectively from levees, the tax so Levied 
by the Police Jury on the fronl and back lands to be bind- 
ing on both." 

"Sec, 108. The Police .Jury shall appoint annually on the 
first Monday of June, three Levee Commissioners for each dis- 
trict, whose duty it. shall be to locate the levees and embank- 
ments within their respective districts, and to let out con- 
tracts for constructing the same; which contracts shall be let 
out to the lowest bidder. * * * " 

"See, 109. The Police Jury shall also appoint annually 
at the same time one or more Levee Syndics in each district, 
whose duty it. shall be to cause to be made all needful repairs 
or additions to the levees within their respective districts," * * 

"See. 115. The Police Jury of the Parish of Catahoula 
shall have full and unlimited power to establish levee wards 
within its limits, and enforce the construction of levees there- 
in." 

"Sec. 116. They shall have power to cause, with a pre- 
vious notice of thirty days, the election in each levee ward by 
Hie qualified voters, of three Levee Commissioners, who shall 
choose one Inspector; the term of office, duties and qualifica- 
tions of the Commissioners and Inspector to be prescribed by 
the Police Jury." 

"Sec. 117. They shall have power also to levy and en- 
force the collection of such taxes as may be deemed neces- 
sary in any ward, for the construction of levees therein; the 
fund so raised to be expended upon the levees in the ward 
wherein the same is collected." 

'See. 118. The Police Juries of the Parishes of Concordia 
and Ouachita, shall have plenary and unlimited power to make 
such enactments with regard to roads and levees within their 
respective limits as may be deemed necessary and proper by 
those bodies, including the power to authorize the assessment 
and collection of any taxes which they may deem necessary on 
the private laud claims within any levee district established 
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by them, to cover the expenses of leveeing any public land 
included in such district or other necessary work or expense 
authorized by any ordinance of said juries respectively." 

"Sec. 127. It shall be the duty of the Police dnry of the 
parish of Pointe Coupee to levy an annual tax. not to exceed 
the one-half of a mill on a dollar on the estimated value of 
all the property subject to taxation not otherwise hereinafter 
provided fur in said parish, which tax shall be collected by the 
Collector of iiu- Parish Taxes in ttia same manner and term 
that the parish tax is now collected; and shall form a spe- 
cial and distinct fund in Hie parish treasury for the repairs 
or making of roads and levees; and the Parish Treasurer shall 
keep a separate and distinct accounl of all taxes so collected." 

"The fund derived from the sales of laud granted by Con- 
gress for aiding in constructing the levees and drains neces- 
sary to reclaim the swamp laud is subject to an especial set. 
of State laws, independent of parish organization. Since the 
Revised Statutes were published in IS'iti, a change in the or- 
ganization For controlling this fund has been made by abol- 
ishing tie* 'Board of Swamp-land Commissioners, ' and replac- 
ing it by the 'Board of Public Works,' which now has charge 
of all the public works of the State. The law relating to the 
swamp-land fund declares that it shall not be employed in 

the reconstruction or repair of levees now existing, it being 

the intention to expend the money supplying the deficiencies 
in tin' present system. If, however, a levee shall be destroyed 
by the action of the current, one half the coal of repairing it 
shall be paid from the fund; the other half being borne by the 
riparian proprietors." 

Previous lo IMC], more stress was laid upon operations 
for improving navigation in the numerous streams in the State, 

and for draining and reclaiming (he swamp and overflowed 

lands than to the building of any system of public levees, only 
such levees being ennsideivd, here and there, where Heir need 
at the time was most pronounced, governed mostly upon the 
principle of the then "greatest good to the greatest number." 
without regard to system, and the greater, if nol all of the 
State work of any kind was performed by Slate plants (boats) 
and Slate forces (slaves i. 

From 1861 In 1865, inclusive, that is during ibe Civil War, 
any history of tin- levees is naturally unreliable, but it is safe 
to say thai no effective new law on the snbjcel was seriously 
considered. Protection from Overflow depended mostly upon 
individual effort, prompted by I lie exigencies of the moment, 
neither aided nor circumscribed by law. 
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Thus, with the close of the Civil War, what may have been 
left of such a system as had previously been promoted, was 
found to lie in a most disrupted and ehaotic state. 

With the cessation of hostilities in 1865, and the partial 
restoration of affairs to normal conditions, however, necessity 
for reviving interest in tiie subject of systematic protection 
from overflow to Louisiana, and regulating and governing oper- 
ations incident therein, soon occupied the minds of the State 
Authorities. 

Taking up the thread in practical and fundamental law 

contained in the Revised Statutes of the State of 1856, as given 
by Messrs. Humphreys & Abbott in their report of 1861, the 
following Acts of I he General Assembly of the State are found 
to be of record to date, viz:

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OPINION OF HON. A. V. COCO, ATTORNEY-GENERAL, 
STATE OF LOUISIANA. 

Stale of Louisiana, Department of Justice. Offices of the At- 
torney General, New Court Building.

Dear Sir: 

I beg tu acknowledge receipt of yoto communication of the 
20th ult., in whiuh yuu ask my opinion as to the authority of 
the Federal Government under Article 240 of the Constitution 
of Louisiana to exercise the powers vested in Levee Boards and 
the Board of Statt Engineers to enter upon and appropriate 
lands bordering upon the Mississippi River and its tributary 
streams within the State, in the location am! construction of 
levees and other public works. 

You state that there has recently arisen in certain quarters 
a question as to the extent of the authority of the United States 
Government to locate levees aud appropriate lands necessary 
for their construction, an is vested in the Board of State En- 
gineers, or whether the United States Government would have 
to go through the form provided by law to expropriate the 
right-of-way for the construction of such levees. 

The Article of the Constitution referred to provides that 
when the federal Government shall assume the permanent con- 
trol of levees, it shall also provide the ways and means for their 
maintenance, and shall make such surveys ami investigations 
within the State as may lie necessary tu carry into effect the 
Aet of Congress providing for the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion for the improvement of said Uiver, and to construct and 
protect such public works and improvements as may he ordered 
by Congress under the provisions of said Act. 

In my opinion the authority thus conferred in the Federal 
Government by this Constitutional provision carries with it the 
right of use ami appropriation of such lauds as border up " 
the Mississippi Ui\er anil its tributaries for the purpose °" 
carrying out tlie project outlined in tin- Act of Congress abo" 
referred i , ami of the Mississippi Uiver Commission aetintf 
under the powers conferred upon it by Congress; that soon 
works art; common or public, under tlie purview of Article 
Gti-Miho of tbc Civil Cmlu, ami nun be constructed and mam- 
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tainod under the eight or servitude imposed by said Articles, 
that is, for public or common utility, and relate to the space 

which is to be left for tint public use by the adjacent proprie- 
tors on the shores of navigable rivers, nml tor the making and 
repairing of levees, roads and other public or common works. 

The State, by agencies appointed for that purpose, to-wit: 
levee boards, and the Board of State Engineers, locate these 
levees and determine the mode and place of building them, and 
the riparian owners must submit, and in my opinion the Mis- 
sissippi River Commission occupies the same relation '" the 
State as does its levet- hmirds nml llotinf "/ E itfjinei'rx, and 

becomes an agency of the State in levee construction, and in 
the revetment or other improvements of the Mississippi Kiver 

and its tributaries wit bin the State, under the provisions of 
the Aniele of the Constitution above quoted. 

In the case of Peart vs. Meeker, President, etc., 45th La. 
Ann., 421, the Court held : 

"Under Art. GU5 of the Civil Code, riparian property on nav- 
igable rivers is .subject to a servitude or ease m cut imposed 
by law for I he public utility, authorizing the Stute, under 
proper laws, to appropriate Hie space required for the making 
of levees and roads; that, in locating and building levees, the 
State does not expropriate property, but lawfully appro- 
priates it to a use to which it is Subject under the title itself; 
that in so doing she aets, not under the power of eminent do- 
main, hut in the exercise of her police power; that laws, con- 
stitutional or statutory, eoueerning expropriation of property 
and requiring com pej nation therefor, have no application to 
property legit iiualely taken for levee purposes; and that pri- 
vate injury resulting (herefrom is damnum abseque injuria." 

The authority of the Levee Board and of the Hoard »f Kn- 
Qineers in locating levees and in building theut Ls jurisdictional 
and is not subjeet to review by the courts of this State unless 
for palpable abuse, and this could as well be said of the au- 
thority conferred by the eviteral government to take charge of 
the construction and maintenance of levees and the cniisiruc- 
tion of other pnblic works along our navigable waterways. 

For the reasons above given, 1 think that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has all the powers possessed by the State in the loca- 
'ioo. survey and eon.sl ruction of levees, and their maintenance, 
Htid other improvements upon the .Mississippi River and its 
tributaries, and that such ageticii's Jls may be selected and ap- 
pointed by Federal legislation for such purpose have full au- 
thority lo locate, survey and trace out such works, and for 
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that purpose may appropriate such land as may be accessary 
without having to resort to proceedings usually invoked for 
the purpose of expropriating property for pnhlie use. 

Trusting thai the above is a full answer to your inquiry, I

THE BOARD OF STATE ENGINEERS OF LOUISIANA, 

Tlie iliiiinl of Slut, Engineers is a Department of the State 
Administration. 

It eame into existence under Acl No, 38 of the General As- 
sembly of tlie State, Session of 1879, Section 2 of Act No. 38 
reads: '*T!iat the Governor of the State of Louisiana shall be 
authorized to appoint three Engineers, one of wham shall he 
knnwn as CHIEF ENGINEER, and two ASSISTANT ENGI- 
NEERS, whose term of office shall be four years from the day 
of their appointment," 

The duties of the Board vf Statt Engineers, as defined by 
Act No, 33 of 1879. are, primarily, "to make a careful survey 

nl' water courses, and public works and levees ol' the Stale 
Said survey to he completed as soon after the subsidence l)l 
high water as practicable, in order that the contracts for work 
may he let out and commenced at tlie earliest possible <U°* 
meat. They shall report to The Governor of the Stale the im- 
provements necessary and levees to he constructed which arc 
of prime importance to the State at large, and beyond , ' 11 ' 
means of parochial authorities. They shall also, in said report, 
furnish estimates and specifications of the work necessary to 
he done." tinder Sections ■',. l and 5, those duties are a' 1 "*** 
specifically outlined, including services under certain cireU" 1- 
stances, in connection with levee work, repairs, etc., to be |rM " 
deivd to the Police Juries of the Stale, and to examine and 

measure ail work, recommended by the Board, and done node* 
contract* made b$ the State, and to specify the amount of ih« 
payments due for the work thus executed*. 
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The status of the Board remains, ;it this date, unchanged, ex- 
cepl that, in 1882, Act Mo. W of 1882, Owing to the great in- 
crease in the duties and responsibilities devolving upon the 
Board, the Governor was authorized to appoint "one addi- 
tional Assistant Engineer," and, in 1884, Act No, 48 of 1884, 
another, making the number of members now constituting the 
'Hoard, live. 

LTnder the provisions of later laws, the Board has heen con- 
stituted, in genera] i era is, the engineering Advisor of the 
Levee Hoards throughout the State, now some seventeen (17) 
in number, and one in the State of Arkansas— The Southeast 
Arkansas Levee District — and of the various Departments of 
the State Administration, the Police Juries of the Parishes, 
Dra inane ami Keelainatiou Districts, and other public bodies. 

The Board of 8taft Engineers has also attached to it a State 
Highway Department, over which it exercises, in conformity 
with law, through a Si ate Highway Engineer and a special 
corps, direction and supervision of the construction and main- 
tenance of model highways. 

hi the discharge of their duties, and I he execution of the 
many works of importance and magnitude, with which they 
are charged, the members of the Hoard are frequently brought 
in contact with a number of oilier professional bodies and de- 
partments, notably the Corps of Engineers of the United 
Slates Arm) and its assistants from civil life, ami the several 
Corps of Engineers engaged in similar occupations in tin- Sister 
States of Louisiana. 

since 1S7II to date, the advance made in the formulation and 
prosecution at works of public improvement, coming within the 
field of activity of the Board of Statt Engineers, lias steadily 
expanded to large proportions.
